The  author  stresses  that  in  view  of 
the  Invariably  occurring  hypercoagulability  anticoagulant  treatment 
must  complemont  the  fibrinolytic  one.  The  simple  method  of  fibrinolysis 
induction,  the  ready  aocossiblllty  of  the  substance  and  the  expected 
good  results  lead  the  author  to  recommend  the  method  for  use  on  a  broad 
basis  in  the  treatment  of  thromboembolic  oases.
